Gentlemen. 
I present herewith my Annual Report for the year 1919, 

The number of deaths certified, from all causes, reaches a total 
of 43, a decrease of 8 am the previcus 12 months. The death rate 
per 1000 is 13... 40. The toll is made up as follows :— 
Influenza 1.Tuberculosis 7. Cancer 5. Heart disease 3. 
Respiratory Diseases 9, the remaining 18 being from various causes. 

The total of registered Births pace to 56, of which 5 are 
illegitimate. These figures produce a birth rate of 16.7 per 1000 


of population. Three deaths of infants under one year occurred. 


Sixteen cases of notifiable diseases were reported during the year

7 & Tuberculosis for 6, while Malaria attacked 2 patients, the 


remaining case being 1 of opthalmia neonatorum. All the scarlatins 


with the exception of one case, was confined to the village of Eaton = 
Socon. It is to be noted that nearly all the cases of tuberculosis 
occur in damp insanitary cottages where there is an absence of 
sunshine, which is so essential for the well being of the occupants. 
This points its ovm moral with regard to the housing question. There 
LS still a dearth of so0d cottages in the district, tho’ building 


has started on a small scate. 


The Drainage in parts of your district leaves much to he desired. 
I would call attention to the condition of the Weir Head at Eaton Ford. 
SLX months ago I reported on this matter, & sugzested that it should be 


drainec & the swamp filled in with cinders &c. but this has not been 
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Water Suppiy.

done. Such places as the Weir are the breeding— ground of 
mosquitos & the Local Gorernment Board have warned the public 
of the danger of malaria arising from mosquito bites. Ovwjgne 
to the number of discharged soldiers subject to this disease, it 
is important to prevent it spreading to the civilian population 
as a result of being bitten by infected mosquitos. No precautions 
should be neglected to safeguard the public from this disease, & 
the work shoulfi be undertaken without delay. 

A blocked drain in White Lion Row, Eaton Socon, caused several 
bases of sore throat in the spring. The defect was only partially 


remedied. 


There is still need for action with regard to the drinking 
water for the district. Many of the wells are ai théat covers, & 
unprotected, rendering them a double source of danger-—— they are 
Liable to pollution from every sort of refuse, & it is quite 
possible for small children to fall into then. The roadside 
ponds are specially liable to contamination from the large amount 
of dust raised by motor vehieles, but many are used by the 
villagers for domestic purposes notwithstanding the impurity of 
the water. I would urge the Council to insist on all wells being 
provided with covers & peotected. I-t would be advisable to 
provide ali cottages with sanitary bins for home refuse, fitted 


with covers to keep out the rain.
